Auletes, having been deposed, pur- 
chaaed the friendahip of Rome for a 
large sum of money aud was re instat- 
ed upon the Egyptian throne by a Ro- 
man soldiery, 9155 kept him there dur · 
ing his life. At his death tho king- 
dom became the heritage of Cleopatra. 
and her brother, who reigned jointly 
and according to the’ custom of the 
age, were married. Both being mi- 
nors, their guardianship was given ta 
the Roman Senate, and Pompey ap- 
pointed to fulfill the duties of regent. 

Of the personal charms and loyeh 
ness of Cleopatra, st Is scatcely neces 
sary to speak, since poet and roman- 
cers have found mit the theme of 
many a song snd story, Tothe witch- 
eres and. yoluptuounces of a Venus, 
sho is represented as uniting the dig- 
nity of a Minerva: killed in 
the subtle, imprwcti ilesophy of 
the day, a in ite anacreonto literas 
ture, 38 versed in chemistry, metallur- 
gy and astronomy as in music and the 
other womanly ‘accomplishments of 
the sge 
Between her brother and herself, a 
strong aversion soon arose, not so much 
on account, of their unnatural union as 
the ambition of both to be sole ruler 
The Egyptians,- never favorable to 
queens, were extremely unfriendly to 
her, and she was forced to fly to Syria, 
where she remained hidden until the 
death of Pompey When Cresar via 
ited Alexundria, soon after, sho escap 
ed from her hiding place and contriy 
ed to have herself smuggled into his 
palace as a bundle of Tyrmn purples 
and Sidon scarfs, 

As the old General, who had now 
passed the shady awe of fifty, was 
about to examine tho costly goods 
which he suppost were enveloped m 
the package, he was at once as- 
tonished and captis ated to find instead, 
the dethroned Queen of Egypt, who 
aroso and stood before mm m the 
tropical bloom of her twenty summers, 
with unbound tresses of jetty black 
falling to ber feet, her olive brown 
cheeks tinged with blushes, and her 
large, dark, lustrous oyes beaming 
with hope and anxiety, The great 
conqueror of Briton, and dariog spirit 
who crossed the Rubicon and van 
wished the world beyond, was anni - 
hilated by the first glance of the mag- 
neto, sensuous eye of the girl of twen 
ty, and beneath ite basalisk influence, 
her wonderful conversational talents, 
her brilliant wit aud sparkling yivac 
ity, lost both honor and manhood, 
yielded the interests of his country, 
and without an effort. became her en- 
aleved worshipper, By the power of 
Cæsar and bis army sho was re instut- 
ed as Queen and oa ruler of Egypt, 
and her brother, plotting for the ecc- 
ond timo to dethrone her, Cesar des 
clared war agamst him, in which 
Ptolemy was defeated and killed. 

Cleopatra was now solewuler of her 
inheritance, but for the gako of pohoy 
sho married a younger brother, only 
eleven years of IW 
renohed the ‘years of th} » olalm · 
ed his share of regal power, and his 
friends threatening to depote her, 
he was secretly poisoned by her order, 
Though now undisputed monarch, she 
held her position under tho frail ten: 
ure of the will of Cesar Bencath 
the puissant protcetion of the first 
man of Rome, neither. her enemies at 
home or abroad dared molest her 
Hor age was tho age of might to 
which right succumbed, and her am 
bition led her to use such weaposs for 
the accomplishment of her purposes 
as nature had gifted her with, and the 
only ones of which the women of her 
time could avail themselves 

Cesar spent several years in Egypt, 
sharing the royal power with Cleopa 
tra, as her acküowledged husband, al- 
though he had a wife living in Rome 
Through his powerful influence be 
sought to prevail upon ihe Roman 
Senate to 1 polygamy, fallin 
in whioh, and being threatened wit 
the loss of political prestige and pow- 
or, through prolonged absence, he was 
forced to returr to his native land, 
Cleopatra accompanying him. The 
plans of Cresar to attain imperial 

ower and to engrave polygamy upon 
the etatutes of Rome, were frustrated 
by the dagger of Brutus, and Cleopa- 
tra, beng distasteful to the Ttoman 
peoplo, returned to her dominions. 

Rome was now divided by factions 
the Brutus party and the Cesar 
party. Like an 1 0 politician, Cle- 
opstra sided with néither, though her 
sympathies were with the latter, until 
the friends of Cæsar, headed by Mare 
Anthony, had vanquished Brutus and 
bus. followers, when she unfurled the 
standsrd of the victors After tho 
authority of Marc Anthony as Trium 
vir was established, he visited Egypt, 
thinking to take posscasion of the fer- 
tile country, which at that time was 
the world’s granary, as ^ SUMA 
province of Rome, as Cesar had in- 
tended to do beford him The am- 
bitious Cleopatra, ever on the alert to 
maintain her own tuprentacy, aroused 
anew her energics to vanquish the 
new conqueror. Fame had heralded 
hua grote sensualism, his bravery, his 
eloquence and his generosity, The 
inexperienced girl, whose charms con 
quered Cesar, had become a woman 
whose cvery giace was perfected, 
whose bemuiy was unrivalled, and 
whose mind and person were fully de 
veloped In all the arts of coquelry, 
she was peerless and irresistible, and, 
perfectly conscious of her power, sho 
prepared herself to use ft for the as- 
complishment of her own ambitious 
designe, 

It ia neodicas, in this brief sketch, 
to trace the witeheries and the toul- 
destroying influences by which she 
ensnared and ciae her enemy, 
secured to herself a longer lease of 
power, and averted for a time the 
eubjegation of Ferny! The glittering
